EXPLOSION WRECKS HOTEL. 


Gas Exnlosion in i, Angeles Restau

Cities in Northern Part of ‘Country

Rome, January 13.—All of Tuscany 
and many cities in the northern part 
of Italy were shaken by an earthquake 
this morning. The severest shock 
was reported at Genoa, where the 
people fled from their houses ‘in terror 
and would not return for hours. The 
shock was felt at Milan, in Lombardy. 
at Venice, Padua and Florence, in 
Tuscany, and at Bologna in Emilia. 
The earthquake is believed to have 
been of wider radius than that which 
devastated Calabria and Sicily. Un- 
easiness is felt concerning the remoter 
cities at present unheard froin.
